Sir John Anderson (British Home Secretary) 
in the House of Commons last, night, moved 
the second reading of the Treachery Bill, 
which imposes the death pany in cerfain 
cases of espionage and sabotage. He sai 
that if any justification for the bill was 
needed it was provided in the grim realities 
of their present circumstances. : 
The provisions which the House was being 
asked to pass were mot, designed to meet 
situations arising out of the invasion of the 
country; for there would be effective powers 
to deal with that circumstance.

Sir Donald Somervell (Attorney-General), 
answering a number of questions, said that 
the bill was not directed against propaganda.
